Construction  woi'k  on  the  new 
Richeirds  PhysicaJ  Education  Bldg, 
is  on  schedule  and  progressing 
satisfactorily,  according  to  Paul 
Rasmussen,  construction  engine- 
er of  the  Physical  Plant. 

THE  JOINT  rONTB.-\CTORS; 
Mark  B.  Garff,  Ryberg,  and  Garff 
and  Oakland  Construction  Comp- 
any, list  the  project  as  more 
.than  75  percent  completed. 

The  new  building  is  larger  than 
the  old  Cougar  (football)  field 
upon  which  it  sits  and  is  approxi- 
mately two  - thirds  the  size  of 
the  Wilkinson  Center,  said  con- 
struction officials. 

THE  P.  E.  BLDG,  contains  198,- 
520  square  feet  of  floor  space, 
four  gyms,  three  swimming 
pools,  60  offices,  10  lecture  rooms 
and  three  dance  studios  with  gal- 
leries. 

A large  underground  tunnel 
connects  the  building  with  the 
Smith  Fieldhouse  addition  for 
easy  access  to  either  building. 

“ONE  OF  THE  areas  of  the 
new  building  we  will  be  happiest 
to  get  will  be  the  new  swimming 
facilities,”  accoi’ding  to  Walter 
Cryer,  swimming  coach  in  the 
physical  education  dept. 

‘•They  will  allow  us  to  offer  a 
full  year  around  aquatic  program 
for  the  students,  faculty,  and  com- 
munity,” he  continued. 

TWO  POOI^,  75  feet  by  60  feet 
and  75  feet  by  42  feet  in  size,  and 
a 60  foot  by  30  foot  di\ing  pool 
are  all  lined  with  ceramic  tile 
and  marked  into  lanes  for  com- 
petitive swimming. 

All  pools  are  equiped  with  faci- 
lities to  permit  closed  circuit  tele- 
vision broadcast  of  swimming 
meets  to,  other  rooms  within  the 
building  or  live  broadcast  out- 
side of  the  building. 

THE  DIVING  POOL  has  large 
glass  port  holes  in  the  side  of 
the  pool  between  the  observation 
tunnel  and  the  pool  to  allow  spec- 
tators to  observe  divers  below  the  i 
surface  of  the  water. 

Construction  superintendent  for 
the  project,  Stanley  Singleton, 
also  has  been  in  charge  of  the 
construction  of  the  Wilkinson 
Center  and  the  Clark  Library.
